TREBLED SINCE 1913 


Governor's Commission Says That 
More Children Are Cared For 
and in a Better Way. 








The cost of education to New York 
State, a@ithough it has trebled in dol- 
lars since 1913, has not increased so 
much proportionately as generally 
supposed, Governor Smith's Commis- 


‘sion on School Finance and Adminis- 


tration, announced yesterday as the 
result of its study. Acting as a fact- 
finding body, the commission has de- 
termined that the costhas actually 
risen from 16 cents out of each tax 
dollar in 1910 to 19.3 \cents in 1920. 
This comparatively slight proportional 
increase was said to. have been due 
to a general tendency on the part of 
the State to take better care of its citi- 
zéns and their children. The commis- 
sion expressed belief that this tenden- 
cy was so strong that more money 
would be voted annually for education 
for several years to come.

Senators Start Drive Today to 
Get Bill Into Coolidge’s 
Hands by March 1. 


ESTATE TAX CHIEF TROUBLE 


Radicals Will Fight Lower Rates 
and Repeat of Publicity and 
Capital Levy.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—A drive to 
obtain final action in the tax bill by 
Senate and House so that it can be 
approved by President. Coolidge not 
later than March 1 will be.started this 
week, as Administration leaders in 
Con; and- Treasury. officials agree 
that that date is the deadline if the 
Treasury is to notify taxpayers of the 
new rates in time to permit them to 
enjoy the full benefits when making 
the first quarterly tax payments on 
March 15. 

Such a program calis for action by 
the Senate on the bill as reported from 
the Finance Committee, adjustment of 
differences. between the Senate and 
House conferees, and final action by 
Senate and House on the bill as agreed 
to in conference, within twenty-four 
legislative days. Administration lead- 
ers insist that this not only would give 
ample time for relevant debate, barring 
the adoption of filibuster tactics by 
enemies of the bill, but that the work 
should be .accomplished ‘in an even 
shorter period.
